The house was an old one. and many 


things in it- construction were worn 
out. 
among them the cord« to which 


the sash weights were hung. One day 
Lucy told me that a cord at a sitting 
room window was broken and the sash 
would not stay up when raised.

found that (lie weight had fallen down 
whe-e I could not reach it. 
Remem- 


1 e'-inc' the clock weight. I used it for 
a s:;x!i weight. 


One nisht I felt Lucy gripping my 


arm con\ulsively. 
I started up. and 


she whispered to me to listen. 
I 


heard the sound of sawing and knew 
that burglars were cutting out a por- 
tion of the front door in order to put 
in an arm and draw the bolts. I got 
up and went out on to the landing. Not 
having a weapon in the house. I could 
do nothing but wait or give an alarm.
